Public Urged 


To Cut 


10% Of Electricity Use 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board met Tuesday night 
and spent most of the meeting 
working out plans to conserve 
electricity. 

Jerry Andrews of the Ala- 
bama Electric Coop was pre-, 
sent at the meeting to inform 
the members of the pending 
problems if the coal strike con- 
tinues, 

Andrews gave the board 
members a brief explanation of 
just how the use of electricity 
ties in with the use of mined 
coal and thus to the current 
coal strike that has gripped 
the nation for over three 
months, 

Eighty percent of the elec- 
tricity produced in Alabama is 
produced by coal, and for Ala- 
bama Electric (which supplies 
Elba) the figure is even higher, 
Sixty percent of the electricity 
used by Alabama Electric and 
Elba is purchased wholesale 
from Alabama Power Company 
and therefore if they are having 
problems, everyone is having 


problems, according to 
Andrews. 
“This is not a time for 


false security,’’ Andrews said, 
‘just because they have an- 
nounced a possible settlement 
of the coal strike doesn’t mean 
it is over.” 

Andrews contined with “We 
don’t want topress the panic but- 
ton but do believe people need 
to conserve at least 10 per- 
cent of their normal use to 
help us all through this prob- 
lem.”’ A cutback of things on 
our own is much better than 
cutoffs because there is no coal, 
is the way Andrews described 
the situation, (10% cut would 
save Alabama Electric 161 tons 
of coal a month!) 

Three things must be stres- 
sed according to Andrews: - 
1, AEC is constantly monitor- 
ing the situation, 2, There is 


no coal being produced and we 
don’t know when there will be, 
3, The best way to handle the 
situation is through. volunteer 
conservation, 

A number of ways Andrews 
suggested cutting back were: 
unplug water coolers, reduce 
lighting (remove every other 
bulb), lower thermostats, turn 
off excess security and street 
lights, turn off display light- 
ing, and turn down water heat- 
ers in homes and turn them off 
in commercial establishments 
when possible. 

Present at the meeting were 
Ben Brock of Kleinerts and 
Dave Logan of Dorsey. Both 
explained their plans for com- 
plying with the cutback in every 
way possible. 

Brock said his firm had 
reduced lighting in the em- 
ployees and visitor’s lobbies, 
cut half. the lights in the break 


room, cut some lights in the - 


warehouse, cutting area and in 
other areas of the plant, and 
all machines are turned off 
when not in use, He said all 
employees were being urged 
to conserve energy at home 
also. 

Logan reported similar 
steps plus cutting security 
lights when possible and re- 
pairing some security lights 
presently burning 24 hours a; 
day due to faulty ‘“‘eyes, ” 
Logan said that steps had been 
taken to turn off lights not 
being used that are normally 
left burning all day, 

Utility board members and 
city officials resolved imme- 
diately to set an example for 
local residents by cutting use 
of lights whenever possible, 
Street lights will be cut in 
many places, some lights are 
being cut in all city buildings 
and the public will be re- 
minded of the need to cut at 
least 10% immediately.

Foshee Conviction Is Overturned By Appeals Court 


Last Friday the Sth U, S, 
Circuit Court of Appeals or- 
dered a new trial for former 
Senator E, C. “Crum” Foshee, 
He and his brother were con- 
victed in 1976 of ‘‘check kit- 
ing,’’ and sentenced to 18 mon- 
ths in prison, This conviction 
automatically expelled him 
from the Alabama Senate, 

Dr, Wallace Miller, an 
Enterprise veterinarian, was 
elected in a special election to 
fill the unexpired term, which 
ends in January 1979, 

Foshee has announced that 
he will seek to regain his 
Senate seat, News reports 
indicate Governor George 


Wallace is requesting an opinion 


Foshee 


from the Alabama Supreme 
Court on Foshee’s efforts to 
regain his District 25 seat in 
the state Senate, 

The Section of the Code of 
Alabama reproduced on this 
page indicates that a public 
official immediately vacates his 
office upon being sentenced to 
imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. It also indicates he 
“shall be restored to office’ 
if the conviction is overturned, 

The “shall” in the law has 
raised an interesting question 
among various legal minds, It 
indicates that Foshee may 
automatically be reinstated 
even if he doesn’t want the job 
(he hasn’t been doing badly 
since leaving office), Then if 


he resigns the very first day 
the Senate meets, who will be 
the senator for the district? 
Would Senator Miller remain 
in the seat or would Governor 
Wallace call another election 
for the balance of the term; or 
would the district be without 
a senator until next year? All 
this is speculation, because 
Foshee has been quoted as 
Saying he wants to return as 
State Senator from this, the 
25th District, 

There may be other sec- 
tions of the Alabama Code that 
indicate Miller retains the 
seat until all legal proceed- 
ings against Foshee haye end- 
ed, but thus far none has been 
brought to the attention of 
this newspaper, 


Local Businesses Are 


Cutting Energy Use 


A check by this newspaper 
Wednesday morning indicated 
that several local businesses 
have begun to devise ways to 
cut use of electricity. 

Steve Adkinson of the Elba 
Big Bear reported that at least 
25% of the lighting in the local 
store will be turned off during 
this period, He said many 
lights near the front of the 
store will be turned off as will 
others scattered throughout the 
store. Some display lighting 
can be turned offalso, Adkinson 
said, He did say, however, 


that frozen food cases must be 
kept at the proper temperature 
at all times to protect’ the 
consumer, 

Billy Jernigan, manager of 
the Elba Piggly Wiggly reports 
that his company is in a chain- 
wide program to conserve, He 
said lights in store rooms will 
be cut to a minimum, half of 
the overhead lights will be cut 
if at all possible, and other 
ways are being sought to save 
energy.

NO-TILLAGE FARMING IN 
COFFEE COUNTY 
LIME AND FERTILIZER 


Research scientists thr- 
oughout the country have dif- 
ferent opinions on rates and 
methods of application of lime 
and fertilizer for no-tillage 
farming. This is an indica- 
tion that more research is 
needed for specific crops on 
different soils. 

Nitrogen fertilization is an 
item that needs more research 
studies, There is some evi- 
dence that’ nitrogen losses due 
to leaching can be greater 
under no-tillage since avail- 
able moisture is usually high- 
er than conventional tillage. 
On the other hand, nitrogen 
losses from runoff and ero- 
sion may be significantly re- 
duced by no-tillage - espec-. 
jally when plantings are on 
sloping fields with good resi- 
due cover. 


All commonly used forms 
of nitrogen can be used for 
no-tillage. Anhydrous ammo- 
nia is sometime difficult to 
apply because the applicator 
must cut through surface resi- 
due and close the knife slot 
so that ammonia will not es- 
cape. However, some  sub- 
soiler type planters are vwell- 
suited for applying anhydrous 
ammonia during the planting 
operation, 


Available information indi- 
cates that surface applied phos- 
phorous and potassium remains 
in top 1 to 2 inches of the soil. 
Crop roots have no problems 
in using surface applied phos- 
phorus and potassium, espec- 
ially when plantings are made 
in soils with good residue cov-

er, In fact, some research 
shows that phosphorus covered 
with surface mulch is more 
effective than when it is disked 
into the soil. 

Alabama farmers have not 
had many problems in fer- 
tilizing no-tillage crops. For 
corn, some farmers broad- 
cast all their fertilizer on the 
surface at planting time; others 
apply a band of pop-up ferti- 
lizer either below or to the 
side of the seed at planting 
and broadcast the remaining 
fertilizer on the surface; and 
others will broadcast all the 
phosphorus and potassium at 
planting and split the nitrogen 
by applying about one-half at 
planting time and the other one- 
half about 4 to 5 weeks after 
planting. 

For double-cropped soy- 
beans, most Alabama farmers 
apply enough phosphorus and 
potassium in the fall for both 
the small grain and the soy- 
beans, Topdressing small gr- 
ain with nitrogen in early spr- 
ing increases the grain yield 
and provides some nitrogen to 
get soybeans off to a fast 
start. Single crop soybeans 
are fertilized by broadcast- 
ing the material on the soil 
surface and by banding be- 
side and under the rows. 

Fertilization of no-tillage 
crops is not as difficult or as 
different as some farmers seem 
to think, Proper no-tillage fer- 
tilization, like conventional til- 
lage fertilizer is primarily a 
matter of: (1) correcting soil 
acidity; (2) obtaining and main- 
taining a high level of fer- 
tility; and (3) not planting seed 
either in contact with or too 
close to banded fertilizer. 
Lime and fertilizer applica- 
tions should always be based 
on soil tests information. 

The correction of soil aci- 
dity is very important for no- 
tillage crops. Research has 
shown that some herbicides lose 
much of their effectiveness in 
soils with a low pH. Some re- 
search studies indicate that 
lime may need to be applied 
more frequently to prevent 
rapid acidification of the sur- 
face soil layer. Most Alabama 
farmers apply lime at a time 
in the crop rotation when it 
can be incorporated into the 
soil, either before peanuts or 
when planting winter cover 
crop.

4, Take care of cuts and 
Scrapes immediately by wash- 
ing and covering them with a 
protective dressing. 

5, Try to carry your purse 
on your unaffected side, If 
you must carry it on the side 
of your operation, avoid sh- 
oulder pull by resting it on 
the forearm, then rest the arm 
on the hipbone. Or, if the 
bag has a handle, put your 
arm through it, rest it on the 
hip and relax your arm by 
placing your hand on the top of 
the purse. 

6. Gloves should always be 
loose-fitting. Do not wear 
anything that constricts your 
arm, such as jewelry or tight 
sleeves, 

7, When gardening, wear 
strong work gloves; when sew- 
ing, use a thimble, watch out 
for pin pricks; when washing, 
avoid harsh detergents; and if 
you must keep your hands in 
water or use steelwool, wear 
gloves, 

8. To help prevent swel- 
ling, try to keep your arm 
at least shoulder high as 
much as possible. When seat- 
ed, rest it on the back of a 
chair or sofa, 

9, Excessive sunburn may 
result in.swelling. Keep a 
light scarf or kerchief with 
you - throw it over your arm 
from elbow to shoulder if you 
must be in the sun for pro- 
longed periods. To tan, you 
can expose the arm gradual- 
ly, just for short periods, over 
a number of days.

8. If blood tests at any time 
indicate veneral disease for 
mother or father, get medical 
treatment immediately, 

9, Have prenatal tests to 
discover any incompatible blood 
factors, and take advantage of

the latest treatment available. 

10, Eat a balanced diet th- 
roughout life, and especially 
during pregnancy, 

11, Have your baby checked 
for inborn chemical errorsim- 
mediately after birth, Some 
can be corrected, 

12, If your baby is not nor- 
mal, seek medical treatment 
immediately.
